But our common night- 
hawk, that every Am erican boy and 
girl know *, think# nothing of having a 
sum m er h nne up in A laska and a win-1 
ter resort in A rgentina and traveling 
the 7,000 miles between tw ice a year. ! 
Its anuu il trip often covers 115 de- 
■ 
■ 
grt*es of la; itude. 
And son,» of our shore birds, a gov-! 
em inent naturalist tells us, are still 
more inveterate voyagers, m aking ex­ 
tra ilights and covering 16,000 miles or 
so a year. 
Voyaging by the air line is some­ 
tim es extrem ely rapid transit. 
The 
sum m er w arbler that spends the w in­ 
ter in Central America and the nesting 
season at G reat Slave lake, far up in 
the arctic, travels tw ice as fast as the 
spring does. One hundred and sixteen 
miles a day Is the record so far to 
G reat Slave lake, the speed alw ays in­ 
creasing as the birds move northw ard. 
The robin is an old fashioned, leisure­ 
ly tourist in com parison w ith some oth­ 
er species. 
It never does more than 
seventy miles a day. The average rate 
for all m igrating birds from New Or­ 
leans to M innesota is about tw enty- 
three miles a day. B ut a fte r leaving 
M innesota several species of feathered 
m igrants m ake first 
49 , then 72 and 
finally ¿5^ miles a day before they 
reach Alaska. 
The bird traveler th at gives the na t­ 
uralist 
the 
hardest 
transportation 
problem to solve Is the red eyed vlreo. 
It w inters In C entral America and ap­ 
pears each spring at the m outh of the 
M ississippi, traveling tw enty miles a 
day. 
At this leisurely rate It proceeds 
for six weeks, all the way up to the 
latitude of northern N ebraska. 
Then 
suddenly, in the space of tw enty-four 
hours and before a single red eyed 
vlreo has been seen anyw here In the 
region between, num bers of the birds 
appear In British Columbia, a thousand 
miles to the northw est. 
This puzzling perform ance is repeat­ 
ed every year. 
Unless the red eyed 
vlreo flies a thousand miles in a single 
night, how does It m anage this be­ 
w ildering schedule? 
Nobod v 
knows, 
but 
then 
nobody 
know s either w here the chim ney sw ift 
goes for five m onths out of every year. 
G reat flocks of ehimuey sw ifts, with 
num berless 
fledglings 
am ong 
them, 
leave the Unltis! States every autum n. 
Their m ovem ents can be easily follow­ 
ed till their various migrating 
bands 
join into a 
countless host on the north­ 
ern coast of the gulf of Mexico. 
One 
day they are there; the next day they 
are—nowhere. 
Five m onths later, in M arch, a joyful 
tw ittering far up in the air heralds 
their reappearance on the sam e spot, 
plum p and brisk after their w inter so­ 
journ. 
B ut w here the w inter has been 
spi'tit only the sw ifts know. 
It used 
to be a tradition (made out of “whole 
cloth”) th a t they hibernated in the 
m ud. 
B ut th a t m erely showed the 
hopeless attitu d e of m en’s m inds to­ 
w ard the probl.em, for no sw ift w as 
ever found in the mud in any known 
spot. 
W hat m ud? 
W here? w as there­ 
fore the natural question, never an 
sw ered, and leaving the m ystery deep 
er—and m uddier—than ever. 
The golden plover, too, has a yearly 
schedule of travel known to the nat 
uralist in every detail. 
In 
June 
it 
reaches 
the 
“barren 
grounds” far in th e arctic circle, w here 
G reely found these bird voyagers as 
far north as latitude 81 degrees. 
The 
nests are built on the moss, close above 
the frozen ground; the young are rear 
ed, and then the flocks hasten to Lab­ 
rador in A ugust, w here the crow berry 
grow s for their benefit so thickly th a t 
w hen they leave the feasting place in 
the fall their bodies are plum p alm ost 
to bursting, and their very flesh is 
stained m l w ith the crim son juice of 
the berries they have eaten. 
They strike straigh t for the Antilles 
and for South A m erica beyond, more 
than 2,500 miles in all. The plover can 
swim , however, and rest on the ocean 
wave, and on the w ay down it fre­ 
quently 
feeds in the Sargasso sea, 
where, far out in the A tlantic, thou 
sands of square miles of seaw eed teem 
w ith m arine life. 
A fter resting a few weeks in the 
Antilles the plover starts afresh, this 
tim e for Patagonia and southern Ar 
gentina. 
U nlike other birds, it puts 
its whole mind to traveling and flies 
both night and day. 
Six m onths in 
Patagonia, and then back it travels to 
th e arctic by w ay of G uatem ala, Texas 
and the Mississippi. The whole yearly 
route form s a great, irregular ellipse, 
8,000 miles long and 3,000 miles across 
at its w idest point. Surely, m arvelous 
as w ere the stories about the m igration 
of birds believed by the ignorant in 
early unscientific times, the truth is, as 
usual, stranger than 
fiction.—Youth’s 
Companion.

OCEAN BOAT BACE 


Transatlantic Yacht Contest. 
A notable boat race commenced last 
week from New York harbour. It is 
a race from the United States to Eng­ 
land; a three thousand m le contest 
race between ten sailing yachts. Be­ 
cause of the diversity of ty pe, rig and 
tonnage represented and the names of 
the contestants’ owners, the race 
which began last week Is likely to go 
down in history as one of the most 
memorable y achting annals, and will 
probably prove the hardest fought 
contest ever seen on the Atlantic. 
The owners of the Yachts are Eng­ 
lish and German noblety and Ameri­ 
can millionaires. 
The best time ever made by a sail­ 
ing vessel from New York to England 
was that of a clipper ship, which 
made it in about ten days from Sandy 
Hook to Queenstown. 
It Is not likely that any two vessels 
will be again in sight af each other. 
Eight crafts entered the race, made 
up of eight American, three English 
and one German owner. One lady, 
daughter oi the owner of one of the 
boats, accompanied her papa’s y acht.

CITIES AND SCENES IN 
G R EA T SOUTHW EST 


Section of Country Litti* Known by 
Eastern People Is Described in 
Letter from Clarence Krinbill. 


E dit o r D ix o n T e l e g r ap h : 


In January I spent several weeks 
down in Douglas, Arizona, ti e seat of 
the great smelterers and a city of over 
7.000 people although only three y ears 
Old. The town is right on the border 
line between the United States and 
Mexico, and from my hotel »» was only 
a few moments walk to the bull-fight 
pen across into foreign t» rritory at 
Agna Prieta Sonora. The ;ity Is very 
cosmopolitan, 
English. 
Americans, 
Spaniards, Mexicans, Negroes, Chinese 
and other n&tionalties making up the 
population. 


I fouDd Bisbee, Arizona, the most 
energentic and thriving city in the 
territory . 
It is a place of over 
13.000 people 
and almost entirely 
Americao, with the exception of a 
Mexican district. The Great Copper 
Queen and Calumet mines are here 
and their monthly pay roll is nearly 
$500,000 
The streets are always 
crowded with people and money is 
freely 
made 
and as freely spent. ] 
Wages are good, common day laborers 
receiving $3.50, while the miners get 
from that to $5 per day. I went down 
over 9 00 feet Into the earth at the 
Copper Queen mine, and during the 
two hours under ground was in the 
hottest places I ever hope to visit. 


Bisbee is singularly located in a deep 
gulch 
between 
the high mount­ 
ains 
and 
the 
town 
literally 
runs up the steep cliffs. Some of the 
streets are mere trials and none of the 


througbfares are wide. One main 
business 
street is 
called Brewery 
Gulch and one residence avenue was 
named Opera Drive. 
Fine hotels and 
public buildings and good residences 
adorn the place—and educational ad­ 
vantages are exceptional, the school 
system being very fine. Throughout 
the southwest school teachers are well 
paid, 
grade 
positions commanding 
fiom $75 to $9 0 per oaoath. 
The Bisbee Press is up to date, the 
city supporting two daily papers and 
progressive sheets too. 
One of the most picturesque places 
visited was Toombstone an old out of 
the way mining town away up in 
the mountains 
whose 
depths 
are 
rich 
with 
ore. 
Millions 
of dol­ 
lars 
have 
been 
taken 
from 
the rivers now largely flooded with 
water to pump out which 
already 
$3,000,000 have been spent the last 
few years. 
The town itself is very quaint with 
its low white-washed adobe houses 
and its peculiar business street one 
side of which is oalled Whiskey Row 
and the other 3unday. 
Toombstone possesses an ideal cli­ 
mate, when I was there In February 
the violets and roses and the almond 
trees were in bloom and many people 
live in tents the year round. 
Any one touring Arizona should en­ 
deavor to see the southern as well as 
the northern part of the territory .

The memorial address v v as deliv ered 
by Rev J F. Stoae of the Christian 
church. 
Rev . Stone is the son of a 
Confederate soldier and the nephew of 
one of theiConfederate leaders who was 
killed at the battle of Bull Run; 
therefore his words were listened to 
with special interest. 
Throughout his discourse there was 
ev er present the feeling of union of 
North and South and the present day 
recognition of the South that the 
Northern cause was 
the righteous 
cause. The address was full patriotic 
sentiment and thoughtful in its ex­ 
pressions and arrangement. 
The text was II Timothy 4:7 —“I 
hav e fought a good fight, I hav e 
finished my course, I hav e kept the 
faith ” The apostle Paul represen ted 
both life and death in these three 
striking metephors. He speaks of life 
as a fight, as a werfare: he speaks of 
, ife as a race, that there is a goal to 
be reached and crown to be won. He 
also represents life as a pilgrimage; he 
s>ays we look for a city whose builder 
and master is God. He speaks of 
death as a Jeparture, as a dream, as a 
change of state. 


o f t h e d e a d t o t h e l i v i n g . 
Hence we speak of the dead to the 
liv ing. These memorial occasions are 
occasions of joy and sorrow. We re­ 
joice that the life of the nation was 
sav ed: we are filled with sadness and 
regret because of the heroic dead. 
These occasions are to perpetuate in 
memory of the rising generations the 
true spirit of patriotism.

President Theodore Roosev elt was 
held up by Rev . William Crav en last 
night as worthy the emulation of 
ev ery citizen on account of his high 
respect for and enforcement of the 
law. The occasion was the memorial 
serv ice held at St. Paul’s Lutheran 
church, at which the members of 
Company G, I. N. G , the cadets of 
the Rock Riv er Military academy and 
the Dixon Military In stitute were 
present. An address by Rev . Dr. S. 
S. Cryor was preceded by selections by 
the choir, with Miss Belle Floto as or­ 
ganist, and the usual opening serv ice. 
The collection taken up was for the 
benefit of the Dixon public hospital. 
Rev . Cryor began his remarks with 
the statem ent that it has always been 
customary to hold memorial exercises 
of some sort for tuose who fall in 
battle, citing the battle of Maratbon 
as a striking example. The heroes of 
this mighty struggle were burled on 
the plains of Marathon and 
marble 
pillars inscribed 
with their names 
were erected to com mem orate their 
deeds of v alor. The ancient Peru­ 
v ians mummified their war heroes and 
gav e homage to the silent forms but 
we of today think imore of the spirit 
which actuated our heroes: not of the 
heroism of battle but tbe heroism of 
principle. Our country has nev er en­ 
gaged in any dishonorable cooflict but 
through all its wars has stood firmly 
for the right aud the equality of all, 
black or white. The scourge or war 
may nev er again v isit our land. I am 
talkiDg now to the soldier of the fu­ 
ture, my 
remarks 
are 
not 
so 
much a memory as an anticipation. 
Our nation has nev er sought war and 
it is to be hoped—and it is probably 
true—that it will hav e few wars in 
the future. Courts of arbitration will 
settle international disputes aud war 
will end. 
But the conflict will not cease» The 
eternal struggle between right and 
wrong will still go on, and there will 
be ihand to-hand 
fighting 
in 
the 
trenches of sin. And there will still 
be the arraignment of the masses 
against tbe classes. 
The republican 
form of gov ernment Is the grandest in 
the world, but yet the weakest if the 
indiv iduals comprising 
it are not 
strong. 
The speaker made a plea for civ ic 
conscientiousness and the perpetuity 
of the church. Our country is not en. 
closed by walls of brick or stone to 
shut out the inv ader but is defended 
by liv ing walls, by the grandeur of hu­ 
man character. 
Eoshrine in your 
hearts, young men, a 
deep 
lov - 
1 *g 
loyalty 
to 
your 
country. 
The 
best 
patriot 
is 
he 
whose 
heart is right, not the one who does 
right through ¡fear of the law. 
The foe of Intemperance was en­ 
larged upon and the assertion was 
made that If the ev il of drink was 
destroyed most of the ills of this 
world would go. 
The patriot is the loyal man who 
stands four-square—the man who can 
. iOOk his neighbor square in the face; 
* tne man who will sacrifice friends and 
ev erything that stands in the way of 
right liv ing and right life. 
T hat’s 
the hero. 
His name may nev er be 
written on the scrolls of fame, but he 
may say as did the v eteran Paul: "I I 
hav e fought a good figor; I hav e tin -1 
'ished my course; I hav e kept the 
faith.” 
Rev . William Grav en of the Metho­ 
dist church was introduced and said 
that he would confine what little he 
had to say to the young American of 


today. This country is indeed for­ 
tunate, he asserted in hav ing had so 
often an ideal man in the executiv e 
chair. 
Think back ov er the past. 
These men were embodied American­ 
ism, 
No set of laws, no constitution 
is worth anything unless incarnated 
in 
the man 
administering them. 
There was some doubt as to how 
Theodore Roosev elt would administer 
certain parts of the gov ernment, but 
now all doubt has been laid aside and 
the utmost confidence is reposed in 
the President. Who is the strong­ 
est personality in the world today? 
I see but one man and 
that is 
our President. Intelligent, wise, ag­ 
gressiv e, he exercises more influence 
than almost any 
other 
man 
in 
the world. 
What is the v ery center 
of the character of the President? 
Ga 
back to the commencement of his 
public life when he was police com­ 
missioner in New York City. He was 
at first v ery unpopular and then be~ 
came popular for the same reason— 
he enforced the laws. Follow him 
along through his official life up to 
the present, Theodore Roosev elt was 
nev er greater than when in Cnicago 
ten days ago 
The Czar of all the 
Russias with his bureaucracy back of 
him would not dare do what he did: 
He said to a committee of strik­ 
ers 
“You, like the corporations, 
must be obedient to the law.” Rev . 
Crav en complimented the boys upon 
their appearance and then added, 
How must I become a model soldier? 
How must I become a model man to 
help execute the laws of my country? 
Many men think that it is smart to 
v iolate the law. 
Many men in busi­ 
ness think that it is smart to v iolate 
the law if they can do so and escape 
punishment. 
Ev erybody should be 
taught to know the laws to ooey and 
keep them. 
Tbe tiniest, best an d 
most complete manhood is that In 
which is combined tbe largest quota 
of res pect for law and allegiance to 
our country. 
Take President Roosev elt for an ex­ 
ample. 
There are many men prom­ 
inent politically and socially who are 
ignoring the law, but the president is 
first in obedience to the statutes and 
in his stand for right. 
No man can 
execute the law who is not first obed­ 
ient to it himself. But ov er all rulers 
and potentates stands One who said: 
I hav e done Thy will; I hav e obeyed 
Thy laws and now I come to Thee 
There was the supreme Character of 
all who was the personification of 
obedience and fortitude, out of whose 
div ine example shall come loyalty the 
greatest the world shall ev er know. 
A hymn closed the exercises and the 
large audience was then dismissed, 
Miss Floto playing ‘The Star Spangled 
Banner” as the people filed out.
